The amendments to the claims to do not follow the Revised Amendment Practice of 37 CFR 1.121. 

In Claim 12, line 2, "2, 3, 4 or 5" has been changed to 2 or 3, but nothing has been struck 
through. 

In Claim 16 lines 1 and 12, "with" has replaced "having", but "with" is not underlined 

and "having" is not struck through; and in line 4, ";" is newly added, but is not underlined. 

In Claim 16, line 13, "tobacco plant" is newly addded, but is not underlined. 

In Claim 31, lines? and 8, "nucleic acid" is both underlined and struck through. 

In Claim 45, line 2, following "43" a blank space is added but has not been unerlined. 

In Claim 62, line 3, "nucleic acid" is both underlined and struck through; and in line 4, "sense" is newly added but has not been 
underlined and "antisense" has been deleted is not struck through.
